known Germany would turn all its 
frightfulness on It In revenge.

are to go to the front. 
From virtually every state reassur­ 
ing messages came to Provost Marshal 
General Crowder, federal supervising 
officer of the great enterprise. While 
no complete returns were transmitted 
the governors were unanimous in re­ 
porting complete quiet had prevailed 
and a full registration was Indicated, 
In some precincts the lute coiners 
forced ofllclals to keep the polls open 
until long after the it p. in. closing 
hour set In the regulations.

Crowder authorized

The early reports, showing a full 
turnout all over the country, indicat­ 
ed the estimates of the census bureau 
as to the number of men within the 
specified age limits will he verified 
by the count.

In a little cab 
in near la m s Deer, in the Northern 
Cheyenne 
reservation, 
fifty 
miles 
south of Forsythe, the happy hunting 
ground of his fathers opened before 
him. 
Two Moons was the last of the 
hostiles. 
Rain-in-the-Face passed over 
in 1905 and Sitting Bull before that 
Tradition says that Two Moons was 
the greatest of all chiefs of the Cher 
ennes. The Sioux will mourn him, and 
the Shoshones.
